PRACTICAL SUGGEBTIONS. 

A ‘Pessimistio Sympathiser’ writes a 
most sensible and practical letter to the 
North China Daily News, from.which we 
quote the following :— 

‘As ‘ indignation meetings’ and ditto ‘te- 
fegrams’ and ‘speeches, as well aa *com- 
missions ’ ‘onquiries," ‘official[protests,’ eto. , 
eto., never havo been of any use in bringing 
about any satiafactory settlement of sach 
outrages, though they have considerably 
lowored the prestige of the Foreign Powers 
—that of Great Britain especinlly—among 
the Oriental, 1 think a new and more dig- 
nified course might be gives a trial. 

Prompt action and quick punishmeit are 
the desiderata. ‘The result of some seven to 
eight months’ diplomatic tournament will 
give swiill satisfaction to anybody ‘and’ will 
Jeave no impression on the minds of the 
Chinese. 

I propose that: — : 

{,—Great Brilain takes possession of 
Fooehow, which it keeps for ever, and that

Measures like these would give more 
astisfaation to those immediately concerned 
than hlood money, while they would teach 
the Chinese a wholesome lesson and raiss the 
prestige of the Foreign Powers. No discus- 
sion, eto., etc., need take place with that 
noble body tho Teangli Yaméc. 2 

When the things bave been done—*.c. 
Foochow and Pagoda Anchorage taken-— 
thea they with ha.informed. that acts liko 
these—eqaally barbarous and monstrous to 
Christians as to the true followers of Coc-
